The merchant marine is due to 
come back in the United States. It 
the operation of merchant marine 
was profitable in ordinary times, we 
would have had a large merchant 
marine long ago. But it was not pro­ 
fitable, 
nor is it 
profitable 
now. 
Comes now administration, in times 
of stress, sees need 
of 
merchant 
marine— an 
administration 
repre­ 
senting a party that has always op­ 
posed merchant marine* 
So strin­ 
gent means are to be employed to 
build up a merchant marine. Champ 
Clark, speaker of the house of rep­ 
resentatives, let that be known in an 
address here the other day at the 
chautauqua. 
In other words, it is 
intended to lock the barn and offer 
a reward after the horse has been 
stolen. 
It has been 
demonstrated 
that 
American capital is not afraid of 
the water. 
The coastwise shipping 
is efficient, large and profitable be­ 
cause foreign competition 
is 
shut 
out. But United States vessels must 
compete with all the world on the 
high seas and the competition is un­ 
fair when other 
governments 
aid 
their ship owners with subsidies and 
by other means. 
In addition, the 
restrictive laws of the United States 
concerning the number 
of 
seamen 
and the kind of equipment is such 
as to prohibit the sailing of vessels 
under the American flag. 
In years gone by when a Republi­ 
can congressman or senator men­ 
tioned ship subsidy or merchant ma­ 
rine, some demagogue would shout 
from the housetops that the special 
interests were being favored, thus 
seeking to get into the good graces 
of the people. 
But if there has been 
less of that sort of thing, we might 
today have had a merchant marine 
which would be carrying 
our 
ex­ 
ports to foreign lands. 
Thus prov­ 
ing that the demagogue is the worst 
enemy the people have, 
but 
they 
never learn that until it is too late. 
The 
last 
Democratic 
congress 
sought to help the shipping interest- 
by placing a preferential duty in the 
present 
tariff 
act. 
But 
congress 
bungled the tiling in characteristic 
fashion and now, if tile decision of 
the Court 
of 
Customs 
Appeals 
sticks there will be a rebate of live 
per cent. on every import arriving in 
the United States. 
The very patent fact that before 
tile opening 
of 
the 
present 
war 
Americans were flying foreign flag- 
over American-built 
vessls, 
could 
mean only one thing; that the cost 
of operations under Hie navigation 
laws of the United Slates was too 
great to allow competition with the 
rest of the world. 
In November an 
act will go in effect which will make 
the cost even greater.

Mexican factions. The- bills have lit- 
tle value in Mexico and none what- 
ever here. 


Attorney General' Gregory is one 


of 
the faddists. 
He has some 


strikingly original $1 and $2 coins, 
which Zapata turns out in his private 
mint when finished in his camp run 
low—a condition which is said to 
have become chronic. 
These coins 


are said to be of gold and 
silver 


mixed, but attorney general is very 
skeptical about yellow ingredients. 
At any rate, they are 'the first of 
their kind ever issued by any gov- 
ernment and are particularly prized. 


There are $1 bills galore in Wash- 


ington—almost enough, in fact, to 
start a new revolution. The mints 
of Mexico have been working over- 
time. One day Carranza enters Mex- 
ico' City and "turns out his where- 
withal, daring anybody to spend any 
other kind.

The contract for the building was 
let a few weeks ago to the State 
Construction Company, of Indiana- 
polis, for $140.79, while the steam 
heating, plumbing and drainage con- 
tract was combined and let to Wool- 
pn '& Callon, also of Indianapolis, 
and the electrical contract to the 
Hatfleld Electrical Company, also of 
that city. 


"The buildings are to be erected on 


a tract of 223 acres lying on the 
south corporation line of Franklin. 
"The group, when 
completed, will 


consist of fifteen buildings, and will 
accommodate 
COO persons. 
The 


buildings will form a circle 800 feet 
in diameter when completed, with 
the exception of the power house 
and laundry, and the space inclosed 
will be made into a park, with drives 
and terraced lawns. The mains en-

The power house.will contain one

power will be generated in the pow- 
er" house and 
distributed to
